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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The indicated allowability of claim 4 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 
reference(s) to Kitamura Morio et al. (JP2000-001852), Suzuki Shigeru (JP 55-049426) 
and JP6-63231 . Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 , 5 and 7 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 
1, line 12, "points" should read -parts-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 , 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Shigeru (JP55-049426) in view of JP06-063231 (JP'231 ). 

Shigeru discloses a press-in apparatus for a Z profile sheet pile and a press-in 
method for pressing a Z profile sheet pile wherein the apparatus comprises a press-in 
section for grasping a Z profile sheet having clutches at both ends, the press-in section 
comprising a grasping mechanism for grasping two Z profile sheet piles individually to ^ 
press in, see abstract and figure 2. Although Shigeru does not disclose the grasping 
mechanism grasping each end portion of the two Z profile sheet piles, each end portion 
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being on opposite side of the clutches at which the Z profile sheet piles are joined to 
each other, individually, and presses the two Z profile sheet piles in at a time in a state 
where the two Z profile sheet piles are joined to each other at clutches, and a plurality of 
clamp parts fort supporting the press-in section and clamping the two Z profile sheet 
piles which were pressed in the press-in section, wherein the plurality of clamp parts 
clamp each joint part of the clutches of the two Z profile sheet piles which are joined to 
each other, however Jp'231 teaches such grasping mechanism and clamp parts, see 
the machine translation and the figures. Therefore it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, to have combined the 
teachings of JP'231 with the apparatus and method of Shigeru, since it would have 
involved choosing from a finite number of identified, predictable solutions, with a 
reasonable expectation for success.
